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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of species 1 , the unit sliding relative to the 
arm in the reply filed on 04 March 2005 is acknowledged. As the prior art search 
resulted in art best directed to species 2, the restriction requirement is withdrawn, and 
all the pending claims have been treated on their merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 19 recites the limitation "the distributor" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 7, 8, 1 8-22 and 52-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kimura et al US005679063A in view of Mok et al US 

200201 1 3039A1 . '063 discloses the claimed invention except for providing a nozzle or 
fluid unit that slides or rotates relative to the dispenser arm. '039, figures 3 and 5, 
teaches, in a fluid dispenser to clean or etch the edges of a wafer during or after 
processing, teaches that the nozzles or fluid units slide along the support arm, as they 
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pivot about a pivot point on the end of the support arm, to allow the positions of 
dispensing to be adjusted relative to the support arm. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill to have provided '063 with the sliding, rotating nozzles or fluid units 
taught by '039, figures 3 and 5, to allow the nozzles or fluid units to be precisely 
positioned regardless of the size or shape of the workpiece.
